Pall Of Smoko 
From Funeral Pyres 
Blankets India 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - The 
stench of rotting corpses and a pall of 
smoke from' funeral pyres blanket 
stretches of India’s southeast coast 
where a cyclone and tidal waves killed 
at least 10,000 persons last weekend. 
The Times of India said the death toll 
could reach 20,000, and tens of 
thousands of survivors were homeless. 
The stricken state of Andhra 
Pradesh was “hell on earth,” one 
newspaper report said. 
Officials said as many as IOO villages 
were washed away by the towering 
waves generated by the storm. 
Countless bloated human corpses and 
animal carcasses were seen floating in 
flood waters. 
“ Overnight, villages have been 
turned into burial grounds,” said the 
state education minister, Khrishna 
Rac, after a tour. 
He reported roads blocked by 
masses of uprooted trees and debris in 
which bodies of cattle and humans 
were tangled. 
Bodies that could not be identified 
immediately were being burned on 
huge funeral pyres in an attempt to 
prevent the outbreak of disease. A 


reporter for the Samachar new agency 
said he saw thousands of corpses and 
carcasses in the worst-hit district of 
Divi Taluk. 
“In some villages, the living were 
struggling for survival and have no 
time to attend to the dead/’ ha 
reported. “They are so shocked they 
have ceased to cry.” 
The toll in Divi Taluk was estimated 
at 8,000 dead and the damage at $230 
million. The state government 
estimated a total of at least 1.5 million 
acres of crops were destroyed, in­ 
cluding banana and rice plantations, 
and floods covered more than 200 
square miles of land. 
Air force and navy planes and 
helicopters dropped more than IO tons 
of food to isolated areas, but many 
stranded hungry survivors still had not 
been located, officials said.

organizations provided relief clothing, 
tarpaulins and cooking utensils. 
It was the country's worst storm 
disaster since 1971, when a cyclone, the 
name used for hurricanes from the 
Indian Ocean, killed an estimated 
10,000 persons in Orissa state, 750 
miles to the north. 
Storm Heads East

A storm that paralyzed parts of the 
Pacific Northwest with the heaviest 
November snowfall in two decades 
headed east today toward the upper 
Mississippi Valley. 
Wyoming, battered by a storm that 
caused at least one death and stranded 
scores of travelers, braced for more 
heavy snow, and snow flurries stret­ 
ched from the plains to Wisconsin. 
Portland, Ore., which normally gets 
only eight inches of snow in an entire 
winter, was buried beneath seven 
inches in 13 hours Tuesday. It melted 
under an afternoon rain after bringing 
the area of I million people to a virtual 
standstill in the morning. 
The city was spared further winter 
woes when freezing temperatures and 
more rain and snow failed to 
materialize as forecast early Wed­ 
nesday. 
The Portland snowfall equalled the 
November record, set on Nov. 16-17, 
1955. Walla Walla in southeastern 
Washington recorded eight inches, 
its heaviest snowfall in five years. 
A number of Oregon residents used 
cross-country skis to get to work, one 
was

Kramer, 
executive 
assistant to Gov. Bob Straub in Salem. 
“I thought it was great,” he said of the 
30-minute skiing trek over his normal 
15-minute, three-mile bicycle ride to 
the office. 
Portland International Airport kept 
one runway open, but ground travelers 
had the worst of it. Taxi drivers 
reported taking three hours to make 
the usual half-hour drive. 
Across the Columbia River in 
Vancouver, Wash., the transit system 
shut down and officials canceled 
raising the city’s Christmas tree. 
Motorists were required to have 
chains on their tires to cross the 
Interstate 
5 
bridge 
between 
Washington and Oregon. Stalled 


vehicles backed up six miles. 
Wyoming authorities said many 
vehicles were abandoned Tuesday 
night as a day of high winds and snow 
closed highways in the south-central 
areas of the state. Snowfall ranged 
from ll inches at Rawlins to two inches 
at Rock Springs, about 105 miles away 
on Interstate 80. 


Motels were reported full in both 
communities, and a community center 
in Rawlins housed another 155 
stranded motorists. 
A 55-year-old trucking company 
executive was found dead Tuesday 
morning about 175 yards from his 
stranded car in the industrial section 
of east 
Rawlins, 
police said. 
Authorities said William Neuman Jr. 
froze to death after apparently losing 
his way in blowing snow. 
Winds of up to 70 miles an hour were 
blamed for power failures that blacked 
out sections of Rock Springs part of 
Tuesday afternoon. 


CAIRO (AP) — Egypt is cracking 
down on Palestinians in Cairo in 
retaliation for the radical Arabs’ war 
on President Anwar Sadat. 
A Palestinian spokesman said three 
top Palestinian officials were arrested 
Tuesday night and would be expelled 
from the country. It appeared likely 
that the government would close the 
Palestine Liberation Organization’s 
office in the Egyptian capital. 
The officials were Gamal Sour ani, 
the PLO’s permanent representative; 
Ribhi Awad, representative of Al 
Fatah, the largest guerrilla group in 
the PLO, and Ahmed Sakhr Basaso, 
head of the Palestinian Student Union. 
Last week the government closed 
down the Palestinians’ Cairo radio 
station after it broadcast a PLO 
statement denouncing Sadat’s visit to 
Israel. 
The PLO speaks today in the U.N. 
General Assembly debate on the 
Middle East and was certain to con­ 
demn Sadat. It was not known whether 
Egypt’s ambassador to the United 
Nations, A. Esmat Abdel Meguid, 
would boycott the session or would 
walk out when the attack started. 
Meguid on Tuesday left the

when 
Syrian 
Ambassador Mowaffak Allaf accused 
the Egyptian president of “surren­ 
dering to the Zionist butchers” and 
“stabbing the Arab peoples in the 
backs” by visiting Israel. 
It was the first time an Arab 
delegate had walked out on another 
Arab delegate’s speech at the United 
Nations. 
Sadat has said repeatedly he would 
not make a separate peace with Israel, 
and during his visit to Jerusalem he 
reiterated the Arab demands for 
Israel’s withdrawal from all territory 
occupied in the 1967 war and for a 
Palestinian state. But the Syrians and 
the Palestinians fear he will come to 
terms with Israel without getting 
satisfaction for their demands, as he 
did in the Sinai disengagement 
agreement of 1975, and Syria was 
reported preparing to introduce a U.N. 
City Council 
Forms Panel 
To Study Court 


During a special session of Cir­ 
cleville City Council called by Joe Bell, 
president, a resolution was approved 
creating a municipal court citizen 
advisory committee. 
The resolution is a result of the civil 
action filed by O. Charles Hosterman, 
judge of the municipal court, and the 
Pickaway County Bar Assn. seeking 
adequate fadlites for the court. 
The advisory committee is to consist 
of five members, two of whom are to 
be appointed by council, two by Judge 
Hosterman and one by the four ap­ 
pointed members.The members of the 
committee shall serve for an indefinite 
term and until council shall abolish the 
committee. The members of the 
committee shall not receive any 
compensation and may not incur any 
expenses on the city unless council has 
previously appropriated the funds. 
The duty of the committee shall be to 
study the existing facilities of mu­ 
nicipal court, study the utilization of 
other buildings owned by the city, 
including the old armory now used by 
the Pickaway County Family YMCA, 
study the acquisition or construction of 
a new separate court facility, study the 
acquistion or construction of a new 
combined court and municipal offices 
complex. 
The committee shall report its 
findings and recommendations to 
council within 90 days after ap­ 
pointment. 
Before passage of the resolution, 
council met in executive session with 
Joe Blackmore and John Gotherman, 
attorneys with the law firm of Peck, 
Shaffer and Williams, Columbus. 
They are representing the city in the 
action since city law director John 
Adkins is a member of the Pickaway 
County Bar, a party to the suit.

satisfaction with last month’s U.S.- 
Soviet statement in favor of a Geneva

The “core of the problem” to the 
Palestinians is their demand for their 
own state on the West Bank of the 
Jordan River, while to the Syrians it is 
the return of the Golan Heights. 
Syria and the PLO, in a statement 
issued in Damascus Tuesday, called on 
all the Arabs and the rest of the world 


to join in condemnation of Sadat’s visit 
to Jerusalem. 
The leftist Arab governments in 
Iraq, Libya, Algeria and South Yemen 
also have denounced Sadat as a traitor 
to Arab unity, while Sudan, Tunisia, 
Morocco and Oman have supported 
him. Other Arab governments have 
been silent. 
Dr. Bernard Retires Because 
Of Arthritis In His Hands 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — Ten years after he performed 
the world’s first successful heart 
transplant, Dr. Christiaan Barnard is 
getting ready to put away his scalpel 
because of arthritis in his hands. 
“I operated yesterday ... it was 
absolute agony,” the 55-year surgeon 
said in an interview a few days ago. 
“Every stitch that I put in and tie is 
such an agony. I felt so bad I started 
using cortisone again, the last thing I 
want to use. 
“It is difficult to say just how long 
I’ve got. But I think I probably will — 
maybe — last until the end of next 
year, and that will probably be the 
end.” 
Barnard has traveled a long road 
since Dec. 2, 1967, when with suit 
crumpled and hair untidy, he told a 
news conference in a rolling Afrikaans 
accent that he had cut out the ailing 
heart of a businessman and replaced it 
with the heart of a 25-year-old girl 
killed that day in a road accident. 
A decade later the clothes are im­ 
maculate. A heavy gold watch gleams 
as he excitedly describes his latest 
surgical activity, criticizes the press, 
declares he would fight to prevent 
black rule in his racially divided 
country and concedes defeat in his 
latest attempts to save two cardiac 
victims by transplanting baboon and 
chimpanzee hearts into them. 
The doctor says he has changed little 
in the past IO years, except to become 
suspicious of people. This he blames on 
the mass media, which he accuses of 
exploiting him personally, causing 
heart donors to shun him and of 
misrepresenting 
South 
Africa 
generally. 
There are other changes. He is no 
longer a little-known surgeon living in 
a modest suburban home with a wife 
his own age and two teen-age children. 
Now he is a jet-setter who has mixed 
with heads of state and film stars and 
who has a rich wife half his age. He is 
in constant demand as a guest speaker 
or sponsor of causes. 
His take-home pay as a surgeon at 
Cape Town's Groote Schuur Hospital 
and as a medical professor is $1,300 a 
month. He gave the proceeds of his 
most successful book, “One Life,” to a 
medical research fund named after 
him, but he estimates he has earned 
$230,000 from his other books. 
His 27-year-old second wife, Bar­ 
bara, is the daughter of a wealthy 
Johannesburg industrialist and has 
been described as the most beautiful 
woman in South Africa. They have two 
small sons. 
Barnard’s reaction to the ap­ 
proaching end of active surgery 
reflects his personal life to a degree. 
“It worries you as much as divorcing 
a woman to whom you have been 
married for 30 years,” he says. 
“Although you find life with her has 
become intolerable, it’s still sad to 
leave her.

“Although life with surgery has 
become very painful and very 
distressing, still there is sadness in 
leaving it because I have bern with it 
so long.” 
The first transplant patient, Louis 
Washkansky, 53, survived 19 days. 
Since then Barnard and his team at 
Groote Schur Hospital have performed 
ll total heart transplants, and two of 
the patients are still alive. 
Barnard’s last total transplant was 


in December 1973. Eleven months 
later, with another medical first, he 
switched to the technique he says will 
be commonplace within IO years, the 
hetrotopic or “piggyback” transplant 
in which a second heart is installed to 
assist the patient’s own heart. 


He has performed this complex 
operation 17 times. Twelve of these 
double-heart patients are alive and 
well.

You have to give the fowl credit for 
trying to live up to the honor: when a 
wild turkey is provoked, structures 
around its throat called caruncles 
swell to varying hues of red, white and 
blue. 
—Turkeys were named after 
Turkey, correct. 
The bird’s exotic plumage caused 
folks to think it must have come from a 
far-away land, like Turkey or India.

Franclne Hughes Feels Sense Of Freedom 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) - Francine 
Hughes feels an enormous sense of 
freedom, a freedom to stand outside 
and watch stars and cars and her 
breath “puff up in the air.” 
life is different now, says the 
mother of four, who was catapulted to 
national attention by her trial for 
slaying the ex-husband who beat her 
for 14 years. 
“I just enjoy it. I just take it in. I 
don’t have to worry about what’s at 
home,” she said. 
“What’s at home” used to be ex­ 
husband James Hughes. 
It is now almost four weeks since she 
was acquitted to first-degree murder 
by reason of insanity. 


“The other night I went out on the 
porch. It was dark. I watched the 
stars, watched the cars go by, my 
breath puff up in the air,” she said. 
The 30-year-old Mrs. Hughes said 
she is giddy and overwhelmed by 
requests for television appearances 
and newspaper interviews — and 
perplexed by the attention to her plight 
as a “battered woman.” 
“Before all this happened, I was like 
in a small world and it sort of over­ 
whelms me. I don’t understand still 
what’s going on,” she told The 
Associated Press Tuesday. 
“I know that there are certain things 
that I really do want. I want to be 
successful at a job. I was headed for a 


business career,” she said. 


Mrs. Hughes, who in almost nine 
months in jail crocheted a bedspread 
for her mother and three afghans for 
her children, said she now spends time 
baking bread and cookies, getting 
ready 
for 
the 
holidays 
and 
rediscovering her children, who are 
aged 6 to 12. 
She and the children have settled 
temporarily in a modest two-story 
frame home with her mother in 
Jackson. It was here that she left high 
school at the age of 16 to marry 
Hughes, her sweetheart. She said he 
began to beat her shortly after they 
were married in 1963, and continued 


the abuse even after their divorce in 
1971. 
Shortly after the divorce, Hughes, a 
31-year-old former 
construction 
worker, was badly injured in an auto 
accident. He moved into his ex-wife’s 
Dansville home so she could care for 
him. The beatings worsened. 
In tears during the nearly two-week 
• trial in Ingham County Circuit Court, 
she relived her life with Hughes. She 
told of repeated incidents in which 
Hughes choked her, threatened her 
with a knife, teased their children to 
tears and allowed a family pet to 
freeze to death. 
In the argument that precipitated 
the killing last March 9. she said. 


Hughes ripped up her books from 
classes at a nearby business school, 
then made her burn them. He pushed 
TV dinners onto the floor and made her 
pick up the food, then rubbed it into her 
hair. 
Then, before falling asleep, he raped 
her. 
Claiming self-defense and tem­ 
porary insanity, Mrs. Hughes testified 
that she splashed gasoline around 
Hughes’ bed, then set the fuel alight. 
Hughes suffocated in the blaze. 
The verdict required a psychiatric 
examination for Mrs. Hughes. She 
could have been held 60 days but was 
released after two psychiatrists spent 
one hour with her and judged her sane.

Upstairs, Bilandic was telling a news 
conference that Mrs. Byrne was fired 
and that he, too, had passed a lie 
detector test on whether he took a 
bribe in the 11.7 percent fare increase, 
although Mrs. Byrne never said a 
payoff was involved. 
The mayor declared the polygraph 
test settled the matter and walked out 
without answering questions.

‘‘blowing up some other matter and 
tack the fare increase on in unfinished 
business; ” that she heard BUandic teU 
the head of a taxi firm “to change the 
figures in his columns to add up right 
...,” and that she heard Bilandic and 
the taxi executive discuss the 
justification for the cab fare increase. 
Reid said that on a fourth question, 
relating to a telephone conversation 
Mrs. Byrne claimed she overheard 
between Bilandic and a cab company 
attorney, there were ‘‘unexplained 
emotional responses” which made it 
impossible for the examiner to decide 
if Ute answer was true or false.

ODNR Sets 
New Rules 
Hearing 


COLUMBUS-The Division of Parks 
and Recreation of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources (ODNR) 
will hold a public rules hearing 
Thursday, Dec. 15, in Columbus to 
discuss rule changes concerning the 
operaUon and use of state park 
facilities. 
The public hearing will begin at 7:30 
p.m. in Building C’s conference room 
at 
ODNR’s 
Fountain 
Square 
headquarters. Fountain Square is 
located just south of Northland 
Shopping Center at 1952 Belcher Drive 
in northeast Columbus. 
The proposed rule changes would 
enable persons who are permanently 
or totally disabled to camp in state 
park camping areas at one-half the 
regular fee. They will also be allowed 
the same benefits as holders of Golden 
Buckeye Cards. 
Under the proposed rules, Golden. 
Buckeye Card holders will be entitled 
to reduced rates at state park cabin 
facilities from Tuesday following 
Labor Day weekend in September 
through 
Thursday 
preceding 
Memorial Day weekend in May. 
Currently, card holders are entitled to 
reduced rates from Nov. I through 
March 31. 
Additional rule changes to be 
presented at the public hearing would: 
Permit overnight sleeping on boats 
in designated areas for a cost of $2 per 
night. Class A or B campers and 
holders of seasonal dock permits will 
be exempt from paying a fee. 
Allow individuals not registered as 
campers to use a trailer waste station 
facility at a state park campground for 
a cost of $1. 
Permit dogs, trained for the purpose 
of aiding deaf persons and being used 
to aid such persons, in state park 
cabins, lodges, beaches and cam­ 
pgrounds. 
Prohibit any passengers, except the 
driver, from being in a motor vehicle 
while launching or loading a boat from 
a state park boat ramp. 
Allow the waist floatation device 
referred to as the “belly boat” to be 
used 
when 
fishing 
on 
ODNR- 
maintained lakes. The “belly boat” is 
prohibited for use in swimming areas 
and ski zones.

It is difficult to 
believe that could happen, 
considering the leadership 
role long played by the U.S. in 
scientific and technological 


advances. But there is some 
evidence that lead could be 
softening. 
Last year the National 
Science 
Foundation 
sent 
Congress a report indicating 
that the United States, while 
still ahead in scientific and 
technological pursuits, had 
been slipping since the 1950s. 
Cited as one indicator was the 
fact the U.S. has been spend­ 
ing a declining percentage of 
its gross national product on 
research and development 
while nations like Japan, West 
Germany and the Soviet Union 
have been increasing their 
outlays for this purpose. 


Also noted was the fact that 
more than 30 percent of the 
patents issued by the U. S. 
Patent Office now go to foreign 
inventors. Changes of this 
nature generally are slow to 
occur, but unless reversed 
they can have a long lasting 
effect on 
the 
respective 
economies of the competing 
nations. 
While the immediate effects 
of the trade imbalance be­ 
tween Japan and the U.S. are 
serious, a permanent solution 
for the U. S. may not be found 
until more attention is paid to 
the causes.

NEW YORK (AP) - The revolving 
|oor of the executive suites are 
spinning more frustrated and angry 
chairmen and presidents out into the 
streets than at any time in* recent 
history, says a professional counter. 
“In one-third of the largest in­ 
dustrial corporations the teams at the 
top were not there five years ago,” 
according to Eugene Jennings, who is 
a confidential adviser to some of them. 
And they’re not going willingly. 
More chairmen and presidents of 
Fortune 500 companies have departed 
under fire in the past three years than 
in any similar period since World War 
II, states Jennings, who has studied 
corporate mobility for nearly 30 years. 
A professor of management at 
Michigan State University, and author 
of many books on corporate personnel 
strategy, Jennings monitors the 
movements of top managers in the 
very large companies. The power 
struggle has seldom been so intense, 
he reports. 
For the first time since he began his 
statistical studies in 1948, said Jen­ 
nings in an interview, the firing rate 
has exceeded the retirement rate for 
chairmen and presidents. 
Add in the quit rate — 2 of every 3 
who quit would be fired if they didn’t 
do so, he says — and the early 
departures now amount to 1.5 times 
the retirement rate. 
Jennings believes the implications 
are as serious for industry as for the 
individuals involved. “It reflects on 
the ability of corporations to nominate 


and develop top flight people,” he said. 
While this was once an area where 
American companies excelled, it 
clearly is one that will demand more 
attention in the future, he feels. 
Jennings believes the accelerated 
turnover rate also reflects the un­ 
certain, changing times that have put 
pressure on all institutions. He lists 
these reasons for firings: 
Making the job more difficult for the 
top executive is the fact that in many 
companies facing new social and 
economic challenges, the standards of 
performance are not explicitly stated 
or even known. 
The big issues in the highest cor­ 
porate offices today involve more 
consideration of government, ethics, 
politics, society and other factors not 
immediately or directly connected 
with profits. 
“It is very hard to find two or more 
people at the top who will agree on a 
corporate position regarding new 
ethical 
standards, 
government 
regulation...and social-economic in­ 
terest groups,” he said. 
While resignations for “personal 
reasons” often masks office politics, 
some presidents and chairmen do quit 
for genuinely personal reasons. 
Jennings has found that a relative few 
really decide they’ve had enough 
pressure and uncertainty and too little 
of sensible living. 
Rather than being hurried into the 
revolving door they nudge it them­ 
selves, and walk out with their heads 
high and the feeling they have just 
begun to live.

The 
late afternoon had been slow in 
Harlem. All of them had trip records 
which showed fares picked up and 
discharged. On the other hand, much 
of their time was spent cruising slowly 
up one street and down another. There 
was no record of that. 
The alibis were weak. Only one of the 
26 could truly account for the whole 
afternoon. He was a big man who had 
spent the hours between three and five 
in the cab company garage washing 
and waxing his hack. 
No one remembered seeing him. 
Feely smiled. “Bring me the guy with 
the perfect alibi,” he said. He got his 
man.

I 
don’t know whether to continue taking 
the pills or to stop them entirely.

Dear Mrs. J.J.: 
It is difficult for me to believe that 
your doctor did not leave someone to 
cover his practice during his illness. 
Should this, indeed, be the case, I most 
certainly would suggest consultation 
with another doctor just to be sure that 
you are not doing yourself an injustice 
by either continuing the medication 
or by discontinuing it, leaving your 
high blood pressure uncontrolled. 
People react in different ways to all 
kinds of drugs. Simple and complex 
medical compounds can cause all 
kinds of side effects, as you did, it 
should be discontinued until its use is 
confirmed or denied by the doctor.

Aspirin, like all drugs, has some 
potential disadvantages. For example, 
it is known to cause some changes in 
the coagulation of blood.

Miss Mettler, the program chair­ 
man, introduced Mrs. Judd Dresbach 
who reviewed an address “ What’s 
Wrong With U.S. Intelligence?” given 
by Major General George J. Keegan 
Jr. recently retired Chief of Air Force 
Intelligence, at the March Eighty-sixth 
Continental Congress of the NSDAR in 
Washington D. C. Maj. Gen. Keegan is 
concerned with the Soviet threat and 
evolving world power balance. He is 
troubled about the wisdom of 
suggesting to the Free World that its 
defenses are not as effective as has 
been thought. 
He stated that for more than 25 years 
the intelligence agency has con­ 
sistently under-estimated the growth 
and evolution of Soviet m ilitary 
capabilities. Maj. Gen. Keegan has 
stood virtually alone within the United 
States intelligence community and 
governmental 
structure 
in 
his 
demands for a series of formal post­ 
mortems and audits on the past 
forecasts of the intelligence com­ 
munity. 
He urged that a group of disin­ 
terested, outside scholars, with no 
professional, private, or open links to 
the intelligence community, be 
brought in to perform an analysis and 
post audit of every intelligence 
estimate ever produced by the United 
States Government since the first 
national 
intelligence 
estimates 
developed many years ago. Such 
audits would record scrupulously 
where we have been wrong, where we 
have been right, where we have fallen 
short of the mark, or where we have 
exaggerated. Every such suggestion 
has been met with disdain and 
resistance. 
The United States is superior in only 
one ihajor combat area — its ability to 
respond quickly and efficiently to an 
nuclear initiative by the Soviet Union. 
That’s where our superiority ends! 
Otherwise we are totally unprepared 
to wage and sustain strategic warfare 
—as are the Soviets. They have more 
staying power, are far better able to 
protect their society, their forces, their 
economy, and their war oriented in­ 
dustrial bases. Soviet forces today are 
premised exclusively on the principle 
that they must be prepared to wage 
war at all conflict levels and emerge 
successfully. 
United States strategic forces and 
policy, in contrast, have been 
premised on the view that nuclear war 
was so horrible that it could not be 
contemplated in any rational en­ 
vironment. True, nuclear war must be 
avoided at all costs, but who believes 


that we should not be prepared for 
such aggression?

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Thanksgiving Feast For Poor. 
Elederly. Lonely Held In Albany 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - It’s 
Thanksgiving dinner for the poor, the 
elderly and the lonely. But there’s no 
mistaking this (or a typical charity 
affair, what with turkeys basted in 
burgundy and candles glowing on linen 
tablecloths. 
The eighth annual Thanksgiving Day 
Community Feast, organized by Refer 
Switchboard, a telephone hot-line 
service, is being held in the First 
Presbyterian Church hall here on 
Thursday. 
The guest list, expected to number 
about 2,500, includes just about anyone 
who wants to come, the needy and the 
not-so-needy. 
“Everything we do is done the long 
way, the way your grandmother would 
have done it. We baste the turkeys with 
butter, honey and burgundy wine. We 
start with fresh cranberries for our 
-cranberry sauce,” said Ronald 
Alheim, who serves as head chef. 
Alheim’s recipe for his turkey 
dressing emphasizes his point. 


Man And Women 
In M ilitary Service 


The ingredients are 60 pounds of 
onions, a case of celery, apples, IOO 
pounds of mushrooms, turkey giblets, 
Alheim’s homemade croutons, fresh 
parsley, lots of sweet butter and the 
giblet juices. 
For several weeks, volunteers have 
been on the phone daily, cajoling 
businesses and individuals into 
donating food or money or time. 
A church trustee gave 1,350 pounds 
of food, including 500 pounds of but­ 
ternut squash. Local supermarkets 
have given vegetables at cost or 
reduced rates. One baker donated 
|200; others gave pies and cakes. 
The pace of preparation stepped up 
this week. At the church hall Monday, 
as one group helped unload food from 
trucks, others organized the cooking 
schedule and plans to take meals to 
about 850 persons, mostly elderly, 
unable to attend the dinner. 
Cooking preparations begin today 
with squash peeling. On Wednesday, a 
small army of cooks goes into a round- 
the-clock session. Alheim, alternating 


between two church kitchens, will 
direct the slicing, dicing, peeling, 
mixing, stirring and basting. 
The turkeys will be cooked in 
volunteers’ homes until they are within 
90 minutes of being done. They’re 
taken to the church ovens for final 
basting and browning. 
On Thursday morning, at about 7 
a.m., volunteers will start warming 
the food that will be sent out to people 
across the city in vans lent by the Red 
Cross and otter service organizations. 
Besides the turkey, dressing and 
cranberry sauce, those dinners will 
include stuffed celery, butternut 
squash, ham, a pint of milk and fruit. 
At noon, the church hall will open for 
dinner and serve until everyone who 
arrives has been fed. 
In the past, according to Alheim, the 
dinner has drawn people from all 
sectors of the community — “street 
kids, students, people alone, people 
whose kids have moved away and 
some people who just want to have a 
good community time.”

A DERBY THANKSGIVING 
THEN AND NOW 


In Darby Township in the 1880’s a 
family sat together in their spacious 
log cabin before the huge open 
fireplace and watched the blazing tire. 
This family had come to the area from 
Virginia a few years earlier and set­ 
tled on the level plains land near 
beautiful Darby Creek. They had made 
a makeshift sod home till the cabin 
was completed, and were now well 
established and comfortable as the 
times allowed. The man of the house 
retired early that night as he must go 
into the wilderness which surrounded 
them in search of game for the holiday 
feast a few days away. He must brave 
the great forest with its tall oaks, 
hardy maples, hickory, and red and 
white elms which grew there. 
Game was plentiful and consisted of 
deer, wild turkeys, opossums, and 
rabbits, along with other small game, 
but the hunter risked his life to find 
them. There were also Wolves, wild­ 
cats, and bears to reckon with, and he 
must be ever on the lookout for the 
numerous and ferocious wild boar 
which roamed thexeand would attack 
on sight. These were not edible but 
were considered pests and the men 
went in groups to hunt them down and 
kill them. 
The Wyandotte Indians buried their 
dead there, and a number of skeletons 
along with guns and other implements 
were later plowed up by pioneers 
tilling the soil. The friendly Indians 
had seen how difficult winter was for 
the inexperienced white man and his 
family and had brought seeds to plant 
and offered food to help them. Thanks 
to them, twenty acres of the land had 
grown successfully. The Indian did not 
understand the white man’s ways but 
enjoyed the food and the appetizing 
way the women prepared it. The food 
was cooked in the huge copper kettle 
which hung over the opal fire, and the 
white man invited the savages to join 
them around the table to celebrate 
their first Thanksgiving. 
The first Thanksgiving was held in 
America by the Pilgrims who landed 
on New England shores Dec. 21, 1620. 
Only half the original band survived 
that winter of hardships and heart­ 
breaks. The specific date is not known 
or whether it was actually called 
Thanksgiving, but two years later a 
day was officially set aside for giving 
thanks for rain which ended a long 
drouth. This day following the harvest 
came to be observed in all New 
England but not on the same day 
everywhere. It was not till the third 
year of the Civil War that President 
Lincoln proclaimed a National 
Thanksgiving Day on October 3, 1863. 
Then in 1981 Congress named the 
fourth Thursday in November as our 
official Thanksgiving and so it is 
today. Only once was it changed and it 
proved so unpopular that it was 
changed back the next year. 
Today, we still observe the holiday 
with feasting, and for the same 
reasons along with a few new ones, but 
times and customs have changed.

Now, we need only to pick up the 
phone, call the nearest supermarket 
and order a ham or turkey for the 
occasion, or for a really large affair, 
the nearest catering service will 
prepare the food and deliver it ready to 
serve so you may relax and enjoy the 
food and company with none of the 
worries.

It seemed Grandma 
was never so happy as when she had 
all her children there as she cheerfully 
prepared the big dinners for them.

celebrate 
Thanksgiving too. The earliest in 
Canada was held Oct. 9, 1879. In 
Ceylon, especially in the small 
villages, there are ceremonies after 
the harvest which in no way resemble 
ours for the celebrations have a pagan 
character more common to that of 
ancient Greece. A festival is held, with 
dancing, beating of drums and days of 
feasting. In the Virgin Islands there 
are two Thanksgivings, one on the day 
set aside by our country, and another 
giving thanks if there were no 
hurricanes during the past year. They 
then pray there will be none the 
following year. Following this event a 
“love feast’’ is held by parishioners of 
the Moravian Church. After the ser­ 
vices the people feast on raisin filled 
buns and drink a bright red raspberry 
wine. 
So 
when 
you 
sit 
down 
to 
Thanksgiving dinner this year whether 
it be a family affair or dinner out at a 
popular restaurant, give thanks, for 
we have come a long way since the 
pioneer days when our forebears 
braved the dangers of nature in order 
to live. We at least have a choice. 
And remember to give thanks for all 
we have received in the past and for all 
the great things the future can and will 
hold for us all.

Fare At First Thanksgiving 
Would Be Expensive Today

The town fathers of Plymouth, 
Mass., should be thankful this 
Thanksgiving 
that 
the 
first 
Thanksgiving was held 356 years ago 
instead of here and now. 
At today’s food prices, they never 
could afford it. 
It will be recalled from Governor 
Bradford’s Journal that the Mayflower 
settlers early on established good 
vibes with the Wampanoag, the 
resident tribe, when colonist Edward 
Winslow cured Big Chief Massasoit of 
his chronic constipation by ad­ 
ministering the favorite physic of Dr. 
Samuel Fuller, the Pilgrim physician 
who apparently didn’t make wigwam 
calls. 
If George Armstrong Custer had had 
the hindsight to treat Sitting Bull in 
this humane manner a couple of 
centuries later, he might have avoided 
the unpleasantness at the little Big 
Horn and the Sioux chief might have 
stuck to his old name of Jumping 
Badger. 
Anyhow, the relieved sagamore of 
the Wampanoag was so grateful at 
rejoining the regular fellows he 
warned the Pilgrims of a conspiracy to 
wipe out Plymouth by the rival 
Massachusetts Indians and with 
alacrity, considering his condition, 
accepted an invite to the First 
Thanksgiving Dinner. 
But, as it turned out, the chief’s 
heart was bigger .than the menu. On 
the appointed day in 1621, he turned up 
with 90 of his braves, instead of just a 
few assistant sachems to grace the 
head table, and thereby created 
history’s first Thanksgiving panic in 
the kitchen. 
From the chronicles we know that of 
the 102 passengers who arrived on the 
Mayflower, including the two brail at 
sea, rally 55 survived that first winter 
and only five of the 18 wives, who by 
now probably wished they hadn’t 
either. Here they were slaving over an 
open fire for an unexpected guest list 
of 146 and only enough food for a third 
that many, subtracting the five little 
ones. 
Miles Standish dispatched four of his 
militiamen with fowling pieces to bag 
a gaggle of geese, a gobble of wild 
turkeys and a brace of mallards in the 
surrounding woods. Nymphet Priscilla 
Mullins stopped holding hands with 
John Alden long enough to pluck some 
lobsters, clams, oysters, cod and eel 
from the town brook. And the em- 
harassed Indians untucked their 
napkins, unquivered their arrows and 
came back with five deer.

There were no pies or fruit cakes that 
first Thanksgiving, because the 
colonists had run out of sugar, but the 
bogs were full of cranberries and, after 
a fine harvest, the common house 
larder was piled high with com, 
barley, peas and dried fruit. 
The Indians had yet to show them 
how to use pumpkins, but they had 
learned the fireside secrets of Indian 
pudding and ash cakes and how to pop 
com and douse it in maple sap, a 
favorite with the children. The sober 
Pilgrim Fathers, who didn’t trust the 
local water, brought over enough 
Scotch whiskey, Holland gin and beer, 
and other “strong spirits” to last more 
than a year after the Mayflower 
departed, and Massasoit’s medicine 
man had taught them how to make red 
and white wine from the wild grapes 
that abounded on Cape Cod. 
Thomas Hogan, director of catering 
at the New York Hilton, figures the 
original Thanksgiving dinner from 
soup to nuts, from the lobster bisque 
and oyster stew down through the 
haunch of venison, the roast wild 
turkey, the braised mallard and the 
stuffed goose, “would cost $50 a person 
today at any first-class hotel or 
restaurant.”

Even his northern Republican 
faithful questioned the wisdom of 
urging the nation to give thanks while 
its sons and fathers were killing one 
another.

given a full share of “blessings of 
fruitful fields and healthful skies.”

FBI Undermined

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Wildly 
imaginative tactics, some of doubtful 
legality, marked a 15-year FBI 
campaign to disrupt dissident groups. 
But many of the operations were 
failures even by the bureaur’s own 
standards. 
The operations were detailed in 
52,648 pages of counter-intelligence 
files the FBI released Monday under 
terms of the Freedom of Information 
Act. 
The heavily censored files, covering 
activities from 1956 to 1971, describe 
the FBI’s attempts to harass and 
disrupt groups ranging from the 
Southern Christian Leadership Con­ 
ference and the Ku Klux Klan to the 
Black Panthers and the Students for a 
Democratic Society. 
The bureau already has released 
much material on the programs, 
dubbed Cointelpro by the bureau. Both 
the Justice department and the Senate 
Intelligence Committee have said 
many of the activities were illegal, but 
department officials concluded that 
criminal prosecutions were un­ 
warranted. 
What the latest files made clear was 
that the bureau launched Cointelpro 
with little apparent thought to its ef­ 
fectiveness, much less its legality. 
A favorite Cointelpro tactic was 
anonymous letters and leaflets. 
Parents of student protesters received 
mysterious missives, often signed 
“Concerned Friend,” warning of drug 
use whether it was true or not. Black 
Muslims in New York received comic 
books ridiculing Muslim leaders. 
Communist Party members received 
unsigned leaflets designated to foment 
dissension within the party. 
But the FBI had no way of judging 
what impact such activities were 
having. Field offices frequently 
reported to headquarters that “no 
tangible results” were produced. 
FBI agents in several offices told of 
efforts to pit one protest group against 
another. But often they reported that 
rivalry and internal dimension already 
were rampant and that no help from 
the bureau was needed. 
San Francisco agents, however, 
claimed success in 1971 for an effort to 
split the Black Panther party into 
warring factions supporting Eldridge 
Cleaver, in exile in Algeria at that 
time, and Huey P. Newton. 
The Cleaver-Newton split was 
widely reported at the time. Although 
the FBI took credit for it in internal 
memos, the reports listed no factual 
evidence to back the claim. 
Other memos show that Washington 
officials often rejected field office 
proposal with a strong potential for 
disruption, not because of qualms 
about the propriety of such acts but 
because of fear that the FBI in­ 
volvement would be publicized and 
would “embarrass the bureau.” 
Other ideas were rejected because 
headquarters officials considered 
them unnecessary, such as a proposal 
to install an FBI man as imperial 
wizard of the Ku Klux Klan. That idea 
was shelved in 1967 on grounds that the 
FBI already had enough informers in 
the Klan. 
Various protest groups became 
Cointelpro targets after Director J. 
Edgar Hoover and his chief aides 
concluded that they were threats to 
domestic security. The protests had 
erupted in numerous violent incidents, 
and the bureau was under pressure to 
stop the disorders.

Honest 
Abe’s 
first 
Thanksgiving Proclamation, delivered 
in the summer of 1863, is the most 
famous of any Thanksgiving address 
since (including Franklin Roosevelt’s 
12 successive and eloquent speeches), 
it is one of the few addresses that 
Lincoln ever “farmed out” to a ghost 
writer. 
He was busy with affairs of war, and 
with his own personal problems. So he 
asked Secretary William H. Seward to 
compose 
the 
Thanksgiving 
Declaration — and Seward was one of 
the few men of that time with sufficient 
literary bent, and clarity of thought, to 
compose a masterpiece worthy of Abe. 
Lincoln then read his friend’s 
composition on August 6 — declaring 
the first Thanksgiving Day for Nov. 26, 
1863. 
In that same year, Lincoln declared 
two other unofficial Thanksgiving 
days: the first was announced for July 
15, 
when 
the 
President 
asked 
Americans to give thanks for Get­ 
tysburg and the fall of Vicksburg, 
proclaiming it a day to give homage to 
the divine majesty for “the wonderful 
things He has done in the nation’s 
behalf.” The third Thanksgiving plea 
came Dec. 7, when Lincoln again 
asked his citizens to offer thanks to 
God after the expulsion of Confederate 
armies from eastern Tennessee. These 
obviously were partisan observances, 
quite unlike the official Thanksgiving. 
The “ Official Thanksgiving” in 
November was the result of 35 years of 
effort by the editor of a fashionable 
magazine of the times, Sara Josephs 
Hale; for three and one-half decades, 
she had badgered U.S. Presidents to 
establish a day of thanks. They always 
said no, thanks — until President 
Lincoln finally acquiesed. Many 
historians feel that even he might have 
rejected the request of the persistent 
Ms. Hale, were it not for the war, 
which caused him to be in a thanks­ 
giving mood of prayerfulness. 
For many years afterward, the 
national celebration was known as 
“Godey’s Lady’s Book Thanksgiving 
Day,” after the magazine whose 
dogged editor devised it. 
But 
as 
the 
decades 
passed, 
Thanksgiving became an acceptable 
and honored and celebrated day. 
Sometime early in the 1970s, the 
week of Thanksgiving (this one, of 
course) became known as National 
Indigestion Week. 
This dyspeptic occasion, listed in 
many current events calendars, does 
not list a sponsor. Nor does it 
recommend how to commemorate the 
queasy stomach, the vile headache, 
the aching midriff. 
There is not even an appropriate 
suggested slogan, such as “Save the 
Small Intestine,” or “Remember the 
Pain.” 
One would think that national galas 
would be planned. A “Bromo Ball,” for 
example, or a “ Digestive-Block 
Party.” 
But no. “National Indigestion Week” 
just sits there (Hi the special events 
lists, largely unnoticed, somewhere 
between “National Eat Asparagus 
Week” and “National Bird Cage Day” 
— a subtle reminder to watch the 
gravy and skip the mince pie. 
It’s something to think about, that’s 
all. 
And if you think about it enough, 
your stomach may rise to the occasion.

WARREN, Ohio (AP) - Advanced 
technology hasn’t taken the thrill out of 
steel-making for Paul C. Wigton of the 
Republic Steel Corp. To him, the 
process still is “one of the most ex­ 
citing things I’ve ever seen.” 
“Every time I’m back here and 
they’re about to tap the heat at the 
BOF (Basic Oxygen Furnace), I stick 
around to watch. 
“Hell, I’ve seen it thousands of times 
— I’ve been watching steel being made 
all my adult life — but I still hang 
around to watch,” said the manager of 
Republic’s Mahoning Valley district, 
which accounts for 23 percent of the 
company’s national output. 


The basic oxygen furnace here is the 
most modern steelmaking facility in 
the Mahoning Valley. It is an icon of 
what the other mills in the valley could 
be like. 
But like the others, the Republic mill 
here is not immune to the American 
steel crisis. 


Wigton acknowledges that part of his 
job is to insulate his mills from the 
retrenchment that he says will bring 
on the new steel industry — a smaller 
and more restricted one. 
“My No. I responsibility is to keep 
the production as profitable as I 
possibly can and, at the same time, 
maintain the plant facilities so that the 
place doesn’t fall apart,” he said in an 
interview. 


But things may not always be as they 
are now. 
“Very definitely there are going to 
be several companies going the way of 
Alan Wood Steel (now bankrupt) and 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube (in financial 
difficulties). Whether there’ll be three 
or five or seven left, I don’t know. But I 
think that might be the trend,” Wigton 
said. 


And Republic will have some role in 
it, albeit an uncertain one, Wigton 
believes. 
“I can say that we have committed 
ourselves to this area and this plant,” 
he said. “That means we’re going to 
stay.” 
The steel crisis has hurt Republic, 
although not as much as many other 
companies. While profits are way 
down, the company actually lost 
money only in the first quarter of this 
year, and much of that was at­ 
tributable to the severe winter 
weather, according to Wigton.

And because Republic has moder­ 
nized its plants — in Warren with the 
basic oxygen furnace, a new strip mill 
and a $90 million coke plane now being 
built - “We have been, by comparison, 
in a rather good position,” Wigton 
said. “We have not been tops in earn­ 
ings but we haven’t suffered that 
badly.”

Consumer Prices Rose 0.3 Percent 
For Third Consecutive Month 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - A small rise 
in food costs held the overall rise in 
consumer prices to 0.3 percent in 
October for the third consecutive 
month, the government reported 
Tuesday. 


The relatively small rate of in­ 
crease, about 3.6 percent at an annual 
rate, reflected the declines in 
wholesale farm prices last summer 
that have continued to exert a 
moderating effect on retail food prices. 
Grocery prices rose only 0.1 percent 
in October, the same as in September, 
and have been largely responsible for 
bringing down the nation’s inflation 
rate since mid-year. Food costs 
comprise about one-fourth of the 
Consumer Price Index. 
Consumer prices have risen at an 
annual rate of only 3.8 percent over the 


past three months. This is a marked 
improvement over the IO percent rate 
during the first three months of the 
year, when the effects of cold weather 
and fuel shortages pushed up the price 
of food and other goods at a rapid pace. 
Wholesale farm prices had fallen 
nearly 13 percent in May through 
September before jumping 2.4 percent 
last month. 
However, government economists 
said not all of the decline had been 
reflected at the retail level and 
predicted that processors and other 
middlemen would be able to absorb 
some of the October increase in 
wholesale prices. 
In October, the Labor Department 
said, the Consumer Price Index stood 
at 184.5, meaning that a marketbasket 
of goods and services selling for $100 in 
the 1967 base period now costs $184.50. 
Proposal Would Raise 
Oil Market Prices 


The index also showed that con­ 
sumer prices in October were 6.5 
percent higher than those of a year 
ago. 
The purchasing power of the 
average worker’s paycheck increased 
1.1 percent last month, the largest gain 
this year. The government said this 
was due to a 1.3 percent increase in 
average hourly earnings combined 
with a 0.3 percent rise in the work 
week, which mort than offset the pace 
of inflation last month. 
Over the year, real earnings — take- 
home pay adjusted for inflation and 
taxes — have increased 4.6 percent. 
The over-the-year gain was due 
largely to the increase in the federal 
tax 
deduction 
that 
reduced 
withholding taxes in June. 
Non-food prices also continued to 
moderate last month, rising by only 0.3 
percent, about the same as in the four 
previous months. This came despite 
the fact that higher prices for the new 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
administration may agree to give the 
oil companies higher crude oil prices 
to help move the administration’s 
embattled energy 
bill through 
Congress, Energy Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger says. 
A compromise to permit higher 
prices could “gain support from the 
industry" for President Carter’s 
energy package, especially his plan to 
tax U.S. crude oil, Schlesinger told a 
news conference Monday. 
Carter’s tax proposal could force 
prices to the equivalent of the world 
market price, about $13.50 a barrel. 
The extra tax revenues would be 
rebated to the public to avoid a serious 
economic impact, but its initial cost 
would discourage consumption and 
penalize heavy users. 
The concession to the oil industry 
would permit more crude oil to be sold 
under a higher price ceiling than at 
present. The industry has said higher 
prices would encourage exploration 
and production.

Schlesinger said, however, that the 
administration will continue to insist 
that natural gas price regulation be 
extended nationwide, including within 
producing states.

Charges for electricity declined 
slightly last month but natural gas 
costs rose sharply, the government 
said. Rents increased 0.4 percent, 
while the cost for medical care rose 0.7 
percent. 
Among food prices, there were 
declines for sugar, cereal and bakery 
products, ground coffee, eggs, dairy 
products and pork. 
Fresh vegetable prices also declined 
last month following a sharp rise in 
September. Prices for fresh fruits 
turned up in October. Poultry prices 
increased after declining for four 
months and the price of beef rose for 
the second consecutive month.

One in a 
million.” 
Where does a 17-year-old jockey go 
from a $5 million year? 
“I would like to win the Triple 
Crown,” Cauthen said. “I’ve been 
riding a good 2-year-old colt, Firm. He 
has seven wins and two seconds in nine 
starts. He could do it.” 
With Steve in the saddle, you can bet 
on it.

Registration fees for your boat could 
go up, but you could pay by mail and 
your outboard or electric motor would 
not be taxed, under a Senate bill set for 
consideration early next year. 
“ The major objectives,” according 
to the sponsor, Sen. Anthony J. 
Celebrezze Jr., D-Cleveland, “ are to 
eliminate the difficulties of registering 
watercraft, minimize registration 
requirements and provide additional 
funding to compensate for inflation 
and to initiate new capital im­ 
provements.” 
Celebrezze wants to do away with a 
$3 annual fee on motors and adjust the 
fee schedule and classification of 
watercraft to bring Ohio law into 
conformity “ with most other states.” 
“ The original registration and fee 
schedule was set up in 1960 and has not 
been revised or updated since,” the 
Cuyahoga County lawmaker said. “ We 
need to update these laws to provide 
additional funds and to keep present 
costs in line with the use of facilities.” 
Because the bill reclassifies boats by 
type and length, comparisons with 
present fees are hard to make, but the 
new schedule is generally higher. 
Here are annual fees as proposed by 
the legislation: canoes, kayaks, 
rowboats and inflatable water­ 
craft, $3; Call Class A (less than 16 feet 
long), $7.50; Class I (16 to 26 feet), $10; 
Class 2, (26 to 40 feet), $15, and Class 3 
(40 to 65 feet), $15. 
“ Since all money paid through boat 
registration fees goes to a fund used 
strictly for boating services this 
legislation w ill benefit boaters,” 
Celebrezze said. 
Boaters will benefit directly through 
I expanded programs and improved 
boating facilities, he said. 
By basing fees on the type and length 
of watercraft, Celebrezze said fees 
would be commensurate with the type 


of docking and other facilities that 
must be provided. 
The legislation is supported by the 
Ohio 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources, which is responsible for 
watercraft supervision in the state. 
Celebrezze introduced his bill last 
Thursday, conceding it would not get 
hearings until the first of next year. 
The lawmakers, for all practical 
purposes, are winding up their 1977 
activities this week, and probably 
won’t be back until January except for 
a possible session to act on guber­ 
natorial vetoes. •

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Carter Interested In Eayptian-lsraeli Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter may have seemed just an in­ 
terested onlooker during the Egyptian- 
Israeli dialogue in Jerusalem, but 
appearances in this case were 
deceiving, according to Israel’s am- 
ba sa dor to Washington. 
As the envoy, Simcha Dinitz, 
emerged from the White House on the 
eve of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s arrival in Israel, a reporter 
asked, “Are the Americans pretty well . 
cut out of all this?” Dinitz responded: 
“The fact that I have been in the 
White House three times in the last two 
days doesn’t indicate that the 
Americans are cut out of it.” 
Indeed, Carter was in telephone 
contact with both Sadat and Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin prior 
to their meeting. He is known to have 
urged Sadat to be of good cheer in the 
face of widespread Arab opposition to 
the precedent-shattering event. And he 
suggested to Begin that Sadat should 
not be sent home empty-handed. 
White House spokesman Rex 
Granum says it is too early to assess 
whether Sadat took something home to 
Cairo. 
For Carter, who has made the 
reconvening of a Geneva peace con­ 
ference on the Middle East a priority 
goal, a successful Jerusalem summit 
was essential to show that the Egyp­ 
tians and Israelis could sit down and 
talk. 
As an exercise in symbolism, the 
weekend events could hardly have 
been more pleasing to the U.S. 
president, who has said he was moved 
by their emotional impact. Whether 
they prove to be the prelude to more 
substantive negotiations remains to be 
seen. 
But whatever happens in the days 
and weeks just ahead, Carter can take 
considerable satisfaction in the mere 
fact that Sadat and Begin met and 
embarked on a personal dialogue. 
Although the administration’s 
Middle East policy has been under 
heavy fire at home, and not only from 
Jews, there seems little doubt that 
Sadat never would have launched his 
dramatic initiative had it not been for 
Carter’s year-long efforts to prod all 
parties toward Geneva and, equally

important, to encourage such Arab 
moderates as the Egyptian leader. 
Carter certainly will not attempt to 
claim credit for the Begin-Sadat ex­ 
changes. In fact, however, they gave 
at least momentary fresh impetus to 
his peace-seeking efforts and could 
serve to quiet domestic discontent over 
his Middle East interventions. 
If the president gains ground on this 
score, it will coincide with other 


foreign policy advances overshadowed 
by the jockeying in the Middle East. 
Last week, for example, the Shah of 
Iran ended his state visit here by 
announcing that Carter had persuaded 
him to work actively to hold the line in 
1978 on per-barrel prices dictated by 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 
That must be listed as a significant 
accomplishment because the shah had 
Blue Lancers Win State 
Parade Corps Competition 


earned a reputation as a leading ad­ 
vocate of higher oil prices. 
Carter’s negotiators also are 
reported making progress toward 
fashioning a new strategic arms 
limitation agreement with Ute Soviet 
Union, another priority objective. 
Although there are a number of 
SALT skeptics in the Senate, which 
would have to ratify a new treaty, 
news of negotiating progress was 
coupled last week with reports of 
Soviet concessions that presumably 
would make a final accord more ac­ 
ceptable here. 


The president, in addition, has been 
picking up a few additional Senate 
supporters for the embattled Panama 
Canal treaty. Although Carter still 
faces an uphill battle for ratification, 
he can claim new momentum for his 
cause. 


All things considered, the past week 
has produced a series of foreign policy 
plusses for an activist administration 
assailed by critics who have contended 
that, both at home and abroad, Carter 
has produced much sound and fury 
signifying very little.
